Lincoln  Heights  Hosts  Law  Enforcement  Torch  Run  Ceremony 
for  Special  Olympics 


Yesterday,  CD1  was  honored  to  partner  with  the  Los  Angeles  Police  Department  to  host  the  Law 
Enforcement  Torch  Run  Final  Leg  for  the  Special  Olympics.  This  Special  Olympics  tradition 
began  in  1981  when  Kansas  City  Police  Chief  Richard  LaMunyon  had  a small  group  of  officers 
run  with  the  torch  to  raise  money.  The  first  run  raised  a few  hundred  dollars.  Thirty  four  years 
later,  the  Torch  Run  has  collectively  raised  over  500  million  to  benefit  local  Special  Olympics 
Programs. 

Lincoln  Heights,  Alhambra,  and  Monterey  Park  hosted  the  200  member  German  delegation  (130 
are  athletes)  who  were  present  at  the  Torch  Run  ceremony.  The  Special  Olympics  World  Games 
will  host  6,500  Special  Olympics  athletes  from  165  nations  to  compete  in  25  Olympic-type 
sports.  We  owe  a debt  of  gratitude  to  Eunice  Kennedy  Shriver  whose  vision  to  change  lives 
through  the  power  of  sports  has  transformed  communities  around  the  world.

Stolen  Items  from  Catholic  Church

The  Los  Angeles  Police  Department  is  asking  for  the  public’s  help  in  identifying  suspects  who 
burglarized  and  vandalized  Saint  Thomas  the  Apostle  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  Pico  Union. 

The  burglary  occurred  between  the  hours  of  9:45  p.m.  and  5:00  a.m.  on  July  15th  and  16th  on 
the  2700  block  of  Pico  Boulevard  in  the  heart  of  the  Byzantine-Latino  Corridor.  The  suspect(s) 
entered  the  church  and  ransacked  the  location  taking  several  prized  religious  relics  including  the 
church’s  golden  tabernacle,  and  gold  cross  used  for  “the  Procession.” 

The  suspect(s)  also  knocked  over  the  pulpit  used  for  services  over,  breaking  it  in  half. In  addition, 
multiple  glass  cases  which  hold  prayer  candles  were  also  broken.

Cold  Duck 

In  1969,  trumpet  player/vocalist  Jose  Cuadra  assembled  a group  of  musicians  to  form  an  eight- 
piece  band  known  today  as  Cold  Duck.  Before  long,  Cold  Duck  was  performing  its’  way  into  the 
Southern  California  music  scene,  establishing  itself  as  the  premier  dance  band. 

Their  prominence  led  to  a First  Place  finish  in  1971  at  the  East  Los  Angeles  College  "Battle  of  the 
Bands". 

Cold  Duck  continues  its  tradition  of  excellent  musicianship  and  groovin'  rhythms  and  enjoys 
continued  success  with  appearances  at  Disneyland,  Knott's  Berry  Farm,  Magic  Mountain,  NBC, 
MGM  and  ABC  Studios.  With  this  solid  experienced  musicianship,  it  should  come  as  no  surprise 
that  Cold  Duck  is  renowned  for  being  one  of  the  most  versatile  bands  in  existence. 

Since  Cold  Duck's  inception  over  three  decades  ago,  an  underlying  philosophy  has  been  directly 
responsible  for  the  band's  continued  success  to  this  day:  "Give  the  people  what  they  want  to 
hear  and  have  a good  time  delivering  it!"
